spring offensive. Furthermore, it 
asserts that the Soviet forces have 
broken through the German system 
of defences, which had been con- 

structed on the so-called Stachel- 
schwein, or hedgehog,’ principle, 
and that fighting is taking place now 
virtually in open country, where 
even Cossack cavalry is able to 
operate freely. Two facts emerge 
from this welter of contradictions 
and conflicting claims, One is that 
the city of Kharkov remains in 
German hands; the other is that 
the Russians still are on the offen- 
sive. Reports from Berlin, state that 
the Red Army during the last 
couple of weeks has lest five hundred 
and one tanks in the.Kharkov area, 
as well as two hundred and fifty- 

eight at Kerch—a grand total of 
seven hundred and fifty-nine. The 
Russians claim that their tanks, 
many of which are of British and 
American manufacture, are far 
superior to the German types, and 
also that their anti-tank guns are 
wreaking havoc among the Germans’ 
mechanised divisions. In the nature 
of things, the situation around 
Kharkov, which is. irritatingly 
obscure, must resolve itself within 
the next week or so. Whatever may 
be Marshal Timoshenko’s ultimate 
objective, it already is obvious that 
he has forestalled the Germans, and 
to some extent, at any rate, inter- 
fered with the plans of their High 
Command. For the moment, little 
more can be said. In comparison 
with the fighting at Kharkov, the 
operations in the Kerch Peninsula 
are almost trivial. If Marshal 
Timoshenko should su in his 
attack on Kharkov, Dnepropetrovsk 
almost certainly would fall, 
and the whole position of 
the Germahs in Southern Russia 
would be endangered. The continued 
occupation of the Crimea depends 
entirely on the successful defence 
of Kharkov and Dnepropetrovsk ; if 
Marslial Timoshenko’s troops should 
reach the line of the Dnieper, the | 
isolation of General von Manstein’s 
command in the Crimes would 
become a mere matter of time. In 
the meantime, the weeks are passing 
rapidly, and, if the Germans intend 
to mount a major offensive in Russia, 

they must make an early start. Last 
year they failed to achieve their 
main objectives largely because they 
did not open their attack until the 
third week in June, having been 
held up by the revolt of the Yugo- 
slavs and the campaign in Greece 
and Crete. Already a certain 


| amount of valuable time has been 


lost as a result of Marshal Timo- 
shenko’s unexpected onslaught 
against Kharkov; and the reported 
activities of the Soviet troops on 
other sectors of the vast front sug 
gest that the Russian High Com- 
mand is fully alive to the import- 
ance of delaying actions.

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AN IRISHMAN’ S DIARY 


Russian Railways 


I have been reading an account of 
the difficulties encountered by the 
Russian railways shortly after the 
revolution, due to lack of coal, and, in 
the light of the Cork- Dublin train’s 
recent nightmare journey, it makes 
interesting reading.

(and sometimes the passengers, too!) 
and refuelled, when the train would 
continue. This operation took place 
every so often until the final destina- 

was reached—days, perhaps, 
behind normal time. 

May we look forward to piles of 
wooden blocks spaced at regular inter- 
vals along our railway embankments?
